Gettysburg College will begin 
construction of three new build­ 
ings on the local campus, John 
S. Rice, president of the college 
board of trustees, announced to­ 
day. The trustees authorized the 
new construction at a meeting at 
the Union League, Philadelphia. 
Saturday. 
The building committee, headed 
by William H. Sandlas. Baltimore, 
will meet at 9:30 o’clock Saturday 
morning 
with the architect to 
further construction plans. 
One of the new buildings will 
be the first section of the physi­ 
cal education building. This will 
be erected on the north aide of 
W. Lincoln Ave. across from the 
recently 
completed 
dormitory- 
next to the Student Union building. 
New Science Hall 
A 
new science 
hall 
will 
be 
erected on a site to be selected 
after Saturday s building commit­ 
tee session. 
An addition will be erected to 
the library. The exact location of 
this new building has not been; 
definitely decided upon. 
It is not known when the entire 
physical education building will 
be completed but it w as indicated 
that every effort will be made to 
hurry its completion into what 
is expected to be one of the most 
modern physical education plants 
in the east.

The contract was awarded on a 
roll call vote of 35 to 1. 
Superintendent H. Edgar Riegle 
told the directors the old boiler 
had sprung a leak several weeks 
ago and made it necessary to use 
paper plates in the cafeteria for 
a day.

ble student to attend college.

Monday in their injunction action 
against Charles F. Miller. 
The court approved filing of the 
amended complaint after Attor­ 
ney John D. Thrush asked such 
permission because the original 
complaint was filed "so promptly 
that adequate inquiry could not 
be made as to all the facts” when 
Miller closed the road, which runs 
through 
his 
property, 
on 
No­ 
vember 
16, 
prohibiting 
Plank’s 
trucks from reaching the landfill. 
The court at that time granted 
a temporary 
injunction against 
Miller prohibiting him from clos­ 
ing the road until the matter could 
be heard. Attorney Thrush in ask­ 
ing permission t<5 file the revised 
complaint held that technical in­ 
adequacies in the quickly-brought 
original complaint might "prevent 
prompt trial.” 
History Reviewed 
The new complaint restates the 
blocking of the road by Miller, 
continues the request for the in­ 
junction and gives this history of 
the road: 
In 1845 Samuel Knox owned a 
farm which included the present 
two properties—that of Mrs. Wood 
and that of Mr. Miller. On Jan ­ 
uary 16. 
th* property was 
divided with one son of Samuel 
Knox receiving what is now the 
Wood farm and another wtiat is 
now the Miller farm.
